Jolm  Smitli's  History  of  the  Colony  of  Vir- 
i^iiiia  says  :  "  'J'hrce  brothers,  Sir  Robert,  John,  and 
\\'illiarn  Pa)'ne  came  over  to  the  Colony,  in  the  '  Sec- 
ond Su[)})ly,'  uader  Governor  Veardlcy,  a.d.  1620, 
vSir  Roln-rl,  who  was  a  nieinber  of  the  'London 
Cliarter  (Joinimny,'  returned  after  having  settled 
his  lirothers  "ii  chartered  lands.  John  settled  in 
'  Xorlhcm  .\'eck.'  " 

\\ .  \\ .  Payne,  i^S(j.,  of  W'arrcnton,  Virginia,  says  : 
"  'I'he  Payne  family  is  of  great  anti(}uity  and  of 
Xui man- Rnglisli  tlcscent.  'I'he  cradle  of  the 
famil)-  was  in  Normandy,  l^^rance  ;  in  the  loth  cen- 
tury the  Paynes  Sn)^ncurs  were  resident  in  and 
ar(jund  St.  Lo  ;  tlie  Paynes  of  l^igland  deduce 
their  descent  from  tliese  Norman  Lords." 

Hayden  says  :  "  Sir  R(ibert  Payne  had  two  broth- 
ers, William  and  j<ihn,  who  from  ]\ngland  emi- 
grated t(j  America,"  etc.  }<>]in  j..n\e^  W'oodville 
Pa)'ne,  (jf  Ivaill  Sjn  ings,  TeniK,  '>ays  :  "  Three  brulh- 
ers  of  <,-\( clJcnl  l'"n;',li:,h  '.lu<  k  emigialed  to  Ameiica 
Irom  I'aigl.ind  in  1619.  They  weie  Sir  Kobert, 
William,  and  John  Pa)iie.  Sir  Robert  retuiiied 
(o  l'b\;,;l;nul,  \\'iniam  settled   near  Jamestown,  John 
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scUlcd  in  u!kiI  i>  kii()\\'ri  ;is  the  '  Noilhcrn  Neck  '  uf 
Virginia,  cxtcndini;  fioni  Xc^i  lluimbcrlaml  on  the 
bay  to  the  counties  of  J'"aui[uier,  l''airfa\',  and  Cul- 
j)e[)ijer."  'i  here  is  a  colonial  record  that  Sir  Jvobert 
Payne  came  to  America  from  luiglaiid,  Init  no 
family.  His  name  is  recorded  as  a  trustee  in  the 
Church  of  Ms^ex,  Cloucester  County,  Va. 

"The  Pa)  ne  family  is  a  very  ancient  one  of 
England  "  (says  Mr.  John  James  \N'oodville  Payne, 
of  Estill  Springs,  I'enn.),  "  and  the  name  is 
recorded  in  J)o)i:t'uIay  Book^  a  register  made  by 
William  the  Conqueror  in  1081,  containing  a  sur\ey 
of  all  the  land^  in  the  kingdom,  the  \'alue,  etc.  \w 
P)ailey's  old  I^nglir,h  1  )ictic)nar)-.  the  name  '\->  derived 
from  the  ]'"rench  '  Payen,'  a  heathen  or  pagan. 
Honorable  mention  is  marie  of  the  family  in  the 
CoiDitry  Gtuby  of  lin^^laiid."  Cc/ica/u^y  of  the 
J\iytic  Juunily,  by  Albert  I'aine  of  Maine,  sa)  s  ; 
*'  At  first  the  nanie  was  Paganus^  then  3'agan-  ■ 
F'agen  -Pa\ne — Paine,  all  being  corru[)tions  of 
the  original  ri'nie  with  the  rather  uncomplimentary 
nieaiiing,  liidllur..  .Although  s[ielliug  their  names 
differently  all  the  Paynes  die-  <.f  the  same  family. 
The  first  an(  estor  we  have  the  surname  of  i^  Hugh 
tie  Paen,  who  went  with  his  friend  l\.(jbert  on  the 
C!rus:id<.'S  to  the  llcdy  band.  Hugh's  father  was 
insejKirable  from  William  the  C'c^mpiercjr,  and  the 
frieiulshii)  begun  b)'  them  was  continued  b)'  their 
sons    Robert    aiid    Hugh.      During   this   expedition 
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Ilugli  acquired  fame  and  tlic  title  to  kni;^hthood  by 
his  prowess  and  couiaL;c.  At  the  termination  of 
the  Crusades,  Hugli,  wiih  a  friend,  instituted  an 
order  known  as  '  I'eniphirs  of  the  Cross,'  the  se)le 
object  of  which  was  to  fuilher  the  great  object  of 
the  Crusaders'  mission,  by  protecting  the  PIol)' 
IMaces  and  rendering  safe  tlie  journey  of  all  pil- 
grims to  the  holy  shrine,  'i'lie  original  organiza- 
tion had  only  nine  member^,  but  soon  assumed 
colossal  proportions." 

Col.  \\'illiam  I'ayne,  who  died  about  iSoo,  served 
in  the  Continental  Arm)',  and  was  one  of  President 
George  Washington's   pall-bearers. 

John  Payne  and  William  Payne,  brothers  of  Sir 
Robert  l'a\ne,  came  over  to  America  in  1620. 
They  both  were  knighted  by  King  James  1.  be- 
fore leaving  England,  and  were  specially  men- 
tioned by  James  in  the  first  land  charter  granted 
to  a  com[)an)',  May  23,  1609. 

The  Pa)  nes  ueie  a  powerful  tribe  in  ^Vales  ;  one 
{lart  of  the  tribe  were  never  willing  to  submit  to 
the  K  ing  of  J'higland. 

King  James  i.,  to  conciliate  them,  gave  them  a 
special  grant  of  land,  twelve  miles  square,  tweh  e  or 
fifteen  miles  frt;m  Alexandria,  \'a.,  called  the  l*ayne 
Manor. 

Sir  J(jhn  Payne  settled  in  I'"airfa.\  County  (that 
is  what  was  then  known  as  l"airfa.\  C'ounty)  on  the 
manorial    estate.

Roliert  Treat  Paine,  one  of  the  signers  of  the 
Declaraiiijn  of  Inclcjjcndence,  was  of  the  same 
family.  !Iis  ancestors,  liaving  emigrated  to  France, 
adopted  the  French  style  of  spelling,  and  changed 
the  J'  to  /. 

In  the  latter  part  (jf  the  eighteenth  century  it  was 
the  i^uslom  oi  the  gentry  to  assemble  and  nominate 
a  candidate  to  the  ]  louse  of  Piirgesses.  It  was  also 
understood  that  if  the  (hiy  was  unfavorable  tliey 
Nvould  defer  the  m-.eting  to  the  Cirbt  suitable 
day.

(Joloncl)  W'a.diington,  Lord  I^iirfax,  and  (jthers  did 
jkjI  alieiul^  thinking  there  would  be  no  meeting.  Sir 
Fdward  Ta)  ne,  William  Payne,  and  otlu.'rs  met,  and 
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nomin.ilcd  C'ol.  \\'illinin  YA/y.  'IMie  oilier  |-aily, 
hcm^  VL'i)-  much  tli.-,sa^i^l"-.■J,  met  aftc-rw  aid,  and 
numiiKilL'd  Lord  l''aiifax.  Party  fuel  in  j^  ran  very 
high.  I'he  day  of  the  clcttion,  Cieneral  ^\'ashillg- 
ton,  Cajjtain  S[)eiiser,  William  I'ayne,  Jr.,  and  others 
were  standing  together  laiLing  ;  they  were  all  very 
mu(  h  excited.  Ahoiit  n(»on  it  became  evident  that 
I-orti  I'airf.ix  would  hi:  defeated,  (leneral  Wash- 
ington was  engag^.'d  in  a  warm  controversy  with 
William  l'a\ne,  during  which  he  made  some  reflec- 
tions on  Mr.  Payne's  integrity.  William  ]\iync  im- 
mediatel)-  seized  a  walking-cane  ('a[)tain  S[jenser 
held  in  his  hand,  and  laying  his  left  hand  on  the 
shoulder  of  Captain  Spenser  who  was  standing  be- 
tween him  and  (general  Wa.->hington,  he  S[)rang  up 
and  knocked  Cieneral  Washington  down,  b'riends 
interposed  and  sejjarated  them.

Some  )ears  afterwaitl 
General  Washington  invited  Mr.  Payne  to  visit  him 
at  Mount    WMimn,  and    lie  acce[ited    ids  invitation. 
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The  (;encral  received  Mr.  Payne  at  tlie  door,  and 
ushering  liim  into  his  wife's  presence  said  :  '*  My 
dear,  this  is  tlie  little  gentleninn  who  liad  tlic  cour- 
age to  knock  nie  down,  \)\\*  as  I   am." 

Taxne   of  St.   Christo|jher's   (lUrt.),   of  an 

ancient  Devunsliire  family,  son  of  Stephen  Payne 
of  St.  Chri>l<i])]ier,  member  of  council  in  that  island, 
and  sup|)ortcr  of  Charles  I.  during  the  civil  war, 
lied  frc-m  1-Jigland  after  the  battle  of  AA'orcester,  and 
settled  in  tlie  Island  of  St.  Christopher.
